K4RTILE2 denies any personal acquaintance or knowledge 
of OSWALD. He maintained that his remarks cay have 
been misunderstood due to his rmperrecc angi-isn. 
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DETAILS ; 

The following investigation snpplec-^nts that 
contained on Pages 1 to 15 in the report of Special 
Agent JAMES J. O'CONNOR dated December 31, 1963, at 
Miami , Florida, captioned, ''uEE EAR*/ c.Y OSWALD, A ta • l 
IS - R - CUBA," In that report, investigation was set 
out reflecting that on or about November 1, 1963, an un- 
identified male made remarks to an employee at Cue £«.-rct- 
Jungle, a tourist attraction at Miami, Florida, which re- 
marks led the employee to believe the unknown maia was 
acquainted with LEE HARVEY OSWALD, This unidentified male 
was said to have made reference to President KENNEDY, and 
"shooting between the eyes ," and that he had a friend who 
was an American, a Marxist, and was a sha^pst-Do-Ci and 
could speak several languages, including Russian. Tae 
Parrot Jungle employee related that the unidentified mute 
in one instance, referred to his friend by the name "LEE," 
and remarked that the friend was either in Tanas or Mexico. 



On March 6 , 1964 , Mrs . LILLIAN SPIKGLER, the 
Parrot Jungle employee who previously furnished the infor- 
mation concerning the afore -described unidentmec. male , 
contacted the Miami Office of the FBI to advise that the 
unidentified individual had returned to the Parrot Jungle 
or. that date and was observed by her to drive a blue and 
white Chevrolet bearing 1964 Florida license 1-142874. 

Mrs. SPINGLER said that Mrs. .. hY TYSON, who operates the 
ticket booth at the parrot Jungle and speaks Spanish, as- 
certained that the unidentified male’s name was MARTINEZ. 
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On March 13, 1S64, Miss XAYE BGUEBEAU , Personnel 
Office, Fontainebleau Hotel, advised that the enquiry mace 
of JORGE MARTINEZ resulted in obtaining his current address 
as 301 N. E. 62nd Street, Miami, Florida.

He said, by way 
of exDlainir.g remarks attributed to him by the Parrot 
Jungle employee, that he cay have said that he wished he 
were in Washington, or that he were tne President Oj. 

United States so that he could exercrss the power no ^rCw 
up FIDSL CASTRO. MARTII-3E2 said he nay also have expressed 
some displeasure at what fee regards as the failure of the 
United States to rid Cuba of CASTRO , but it was not a 
criticism of the United States Government, which he considers 
to be the best in the world. MASTERS denied that he would 
have made any such statement as shooting beta^een the i-yes 
of President XEKREDY," and explained that if he made any 
such references, it wseXd.cFSt certainly have been with respecp 
to FIDEL CASTRO. 

KARTIHEZ stated that he is acquainted with no one 
whan he knows to be a U. S. citizen and Marxist, or such an 
individual who had served in t ha U. S. Armed^ Forces, -.a ^ 
stated that he, himself, speaks Spanish and broken tngars-i, 
and no other language, and he does not have any rriatia^ 
or acquaintance who can speak the Russ ran language. ^aiR- 
TIKEZ said that, likewise, ha could fchiv of no^acquar-rc- 
ance whom he knew to be a marksman or sharpshooter, ancj ~~ 
added that if he had made some remark of this nature to the 
Parrot Jungle employee, it was unquestionably In rererence 
to the means by which he would like to see FXBAL CASTRO 
eliminated. 

MIRTIKEZ said he did net recall what may have 
orooptad him to tails along these general lines during 
has visit to the Parrot Jungle, but possibly some development 
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in the Cuban situation had recently occurred which could 
have upset him. Ee said that it was incredible that any- 
one should think that he would have any relationship 
with a pro -CASTRO person, because, in fact, he has only 
hate for CASTRO sympathizers . He related that he was 
employed in the Ministry of Finance in Cuba as of 1949 
and continued in that department until me begiun_ng o_ 
1959, at which time he was the Customs Inspector in Charge 
of Havana Earbor and the Colombia Air Base near Havana. 

Ke said he was economically comfortable, in that he was 
earning $900.00 a month as of 1959, and resided iSiii. rree 
in a $40,000.00 home in Havana which belonged to his aunt, 
and which he would eventually inherit. 

MARTINSS continued that his former father-in- 
law, CARLOS PUJOL, V7as a government administrator during 
the regime of Cuban President CARLOS PRIO, and it was 
through PUJCL that MARTIEEZ originally obtained employment 
in 1949 in the Ministry of Finance. 

He said that his own father , AHTOHSO M4RTINEB 
PEREZ ABREU, had been a successful and well-to-do attorney 
in Cuba prior to the advent of FID2L CASTRO to power, but 
had since lost his properties through confiscation by the.^ 
CASTRO regime. He said he did net know the whereabouts or 
his father-, although the latter might still be in Cuba. ^ he 
said that his either, CASMEE SOTO URQUIZA, had divorced his 
father years ago, and married 3MXLI0 GARC—ii - --'—a, 
lost a large amount of income property in Cuou .c the Cuban 
Government. He said his mother and step-father continue to 
live in Cuba. 
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MARStNEZ said that his wife, CONCEPCION LUISA 
CORTES MABSAZO, had core to the United States with bin in 
July, I960, but they have since separated and are contem- 
plating divorce. 

MARTINEZ stated that his inmigration into the 
United States was sponsored by MICHAEL McLAMEY., who had 
operated the casino in the liacicnal Hotel in Havana be- 
fore the Government of FIDEL CAS TAG closed deem such 
operations. 1L4RTINSZ said that whan he lost his job in 
the Cuban Customs Service in the first part of 1559, 
when the CASTRO Government removed the pr a -CASTRO personnel, 
he , MARTINEZ , worked for McLAiiEY at the casino in the gen- 
eral capacity of handling Spanish-speaking clients. Re 
said that as of July, 1550, he reached the decision that 
he could no longer accept the restrictions of freedom 
being imposed by the CASTRO regime, and decided to move to 
the United States. He said that very shortly after arrival, 
he began employment at the Fontainebleau Hotel at Miami 
Beach as a "runner," handling cars, and with die exception 
of about three or four weeks during 1960 when he worked at 
a motel on the 79th Street Causeway, Miami Beach, he has 
been steadily employed at the Fontainebleau. 

MARTINEZ stated that he is a graduate of the 
Eeieu Collage in Cuba, and had studied law for one year 
at the University of Havana. He said he had not joined 
the forces whi.h engaged in the Cuban invasion of April, 
1551, but subsequently volunteered for training in the 
Cuban unit of the United States —my , but was not accepted, 
possibly because he was overage. He stated he has never 
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applied for nor received assistance or aid under the 
Cuban Refugee program. 

In conclusion, MARTINEZ stated lie would volun- 
teer to take a polygraph examination at any time if any 
question remained as to possible acct_intanc - with, or 
knowlei ga of, LEE HARVEY OSWALD or any other _ .dividual who 

may be engaged in any plan or activity initio* to the 

interests of the United Sfa_j.5.
